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significant element in this case is its reflection of the dread 
with which the military establishment looks upon the problem of 
narcotics and dangerous drugs in Brazilian society. While the 
Barra Mansa incidént represents an extreme reaction, it is perhaps 
indicative of the fact that, at this state of the problem, at any 
rate, military men are likely to face the issue on the basis of 
punishment, rather than treatment.
